The doubly gifted artist was born 
on December 13, 1871, in Victoria, 
British Columbia. Throughout her 
work as a painter, Emily Carr was 
influenced by a passionate love for 
her native province and particularly 
the culture of. its West Coast Indian 
tribes. Although she had been paint- 
ing since the turn of the century, her 
“modern” style did not gain favour- 
able recognition in this country until 
1927 when she was invited to exhi- 
bit her work at the National Gallery 
in Ottawa. Six years later she be- 
came a member of the Canadian 
Group of Painters. 

In the tinal years of her life ill 
health forced Emily Carr to give up 
her painting. She turned to writing 
about her beloved province and by the 
time of her death in 1945 she had 
cempleted six books. The first of 
these, entitled “Klee Wyck”, was a 
series of tales and sketches of West 
Coast Indians and it won for her the 
alevernor-General'’s Award for non- 
faction in 1941.
